2. Claims 1-14 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose nor fairly suggest an organic semiconductor device as presented in independent 
claims 1 and 13. 

The silsesquioxane skeleton of claims 1 and 13 is a compound constituting as the 
insulator in an organic semiconductor device which serves as a gate insulating layer on a resin 
substrate that operates at a low voltage without causing a shortage of electric charges at the 
interface between the gate insulating layer and the organic semiconductor due to printing or spin 
coating and through low temperature heat treatment.
